; 19 and is based on informa- ’••* 
tion allegedly provided the 
£> FBI by Marjorie Webb, a sec- 
retary to the college regis- 
trar.The memorandum calls 
Miss Webb “an established 
source who requests (that) 
her identity be protected.” 

Dr. Cross said that after re- 
ceipt of the letter he spoke 
with Miss Webb and she de- 
nied being “an established 
source” of the FBI. However, 
he said that the information 
in the report was routine ma- 
terial of the type that Miss 
Webb would be authorized to 
provide for an official of an 
agency such as the FBI. 

“Maybe we shouldn’t pro- 
vide it, but that has been the 
policy,” Dr. Cross said. 

Previously, files taken from 
the FBI office in Media made 
public by the citizens commis- 
sion identified a telephone op- 
erator and a security officer 
at the school as providing in- 
formation on a Swarthmore 
college philosophy professor. 

Dr. Cross said he had Debo-
